No w, the state and the 
city engineering departm ent 
have seen the light o f day 
and excitem ent is at a high 
pitch. 
The peo ple o f Linco ln sho uld, by no w, 
h tv« just abo ut tlieir fill o f “ critical needs,” as 
the Interstate traffic pro blem fo r Linco ln has 
no w been term ed. 
The ridiculo us part o f it is 
th at a great percentage o f these ao -called surprise 
develo pm ents co uld ba handled in a very ef­ 
fective and efficient m anner if city planning 
w ere put where it o ught to be in the scheme o f 
things. 
A planner can be no final lo rd and 
m aster but he can be a darn valuable to o l fo r 
o ther public o fficials. Time after tim e, Bro gden 
ha* been called into city affairs with w hat has 
aeem ed like reluctance o n the part o f o ther city 
o fficials. 
★ 
Frequeittly, by (he tim e the city gel» aro und to 
asking Bro gden abo ut anything, the pro blem in­ 
vo lved has reached the critical stage and 
a great 
deal o f unnecessary lather ha* to be wo rked up 
to find a so lutio n. In the ease o i the Interstate, 
there Is also a questio n o f publicity. 
No bo dy 
wants to tell anybo dy abo ut anything (o r fear o f 
aro using special Interests here and there and 
affecting land values. There Is little gro unds fo r 
pro ceeding in such a m anner as such things as 
special interests and land values are go ing to 
have to be dealt with so o ner o r later. These 
pro blem s canno t be avo ided fo rever so they 
m ight as well be faced early In the gam e to 
m ake o ther phases o f planning mo re o rderly.

In the case o f the Interstate, lack o f attentio n 
to cletaiU has resulted in plans to date which 
wo uld virtually iso late tl>e University o f N ebraska 
and the no rth part o f Linco ln. Interstate traffic

lem reaching its desinaio n.

driving directo r o f the arm y re ­ 
search and develo pment pro gram . 
Altho ugh Gavin happens to be 
an o utstanding illustratio n, m any 
able but less well kno wn yo unger 
men in all three services have 
been getting o ut. 
One reaso n is pay, the waiting 
fo r lo ng years in grade regardless^ 
the adm inistratio n’s pro po sed six 
per cent acro ss-the-bo ard pay in­ 
crease will no t rem edy the situa­ 
tio n, since it igno res bo th capacity 
and incentive. 
But with Gavin, as in all pro ba­ 
bility with mo st o f the yo unger 
men who have been stepping o ut, 
pay is a mino r facto r. It has been 
fo r Gavin a lo ng, co ntinuing frus­ 
tratio n that led him sho rtly befo re 
he was called to testify befo re the 
Preparedness Subco mmittee to put 


his request fo r retirem ent in the 
wo rks, 
“ I’ve seen the arm y 
go do wn 
fro m 1.500,000 hi 1954 to what It 
will be under the next budg e t- 
870,000,” he said to a clo se asso ­ 
ciate In discussing his dilem m a. 
“ That’s 14 scraggly divisio ns. The 
very least they sho uld do is mo d­ 
ernize them . But they haven’t do ne 
it and 1 can’t see that they’re 
planning to do it. 
“ Lo o k wbat the Russians sho wed 
o n No vember 7 (in the m ilitary 
display o n the 40th anniversary o f 
the Bo lshevik revo lutio n). It was 
a mo dern arm y with m issiles and 
ato mic firepo w er.” 


On sm all po ints as well as large, 
Gavin has been frustrated. The 
Army has been pushing fo r 75,000 
new rifles o f a greatly superio r 
design. To day there are o nly a few 
pro to types o n hand. 
“ What will they do when they 
(the So viets) have an arm y and 
we have no ne?” he 
asks 
tho se 
with who m be ha* argued o ut his 
pro blem . “ They’ll take No rth Af­ 
rica, that’s w hat they’ll do . And 
at what po int will we release o ur 
all-o ut nuclear bo mbing 
attack? 
Will we do this to save Ethio pia?*' 
He is elo quent o n what he be­ 
lieves to be the impe-nding So viet 
“Sputnik 
diplo m acy.” 
With 
the 
lead the Russians have, they will 
put do zens o f satellites in o rbit. 
Their m o re advanced types will 
be capable o f directing nuclear 


missiles at any target o n the earth. 
What chance will we have a t a 
co nference table, he asks, when 
they mo ve fo rw ard with that kind 
o f m astery? He is co nvinced th at 
the two Sputniks o rbited thus far 
are o nly rudim entary exam ples o f 
what Mo sco w is capable and will 
dem o nstrate in the near future. 
Gavin is aggressive, determ ined, 
believing passio nately in what he 
believes. Many tim es befo re his 
decisio n to retire he had wanted 
to speak his mind and 
o nce o r 
twice he succeeded. P'o rm er Secre­ 
tary o f Defense Charles E . Wilso n 
did his best to shut Gavin up and 
he was aided and abetted by the 
undersecretary, the cautio us Do n­ 
ald A. Quarles. 
As with o thers in the Defens&- 
D epartm ent in recent years, he 
has co me up against the layer o f 
assistant 
secretaries 
who 
flo at 
aro und the Pentago n like barrage 
ballo o ns. When yo u get up there 
befo re o ne o f tho se po litical a s­

pressure

mo st po werful citizens. Go o d ex­ 
ecutio n o f the laws, making o f 
laws and interpretatio n o f laws 
has always favo red the privileged.

have always co nsumed mo re peo ­ 
ple than they pro duced. America 
has deperKied 
largely

the 
o pen co untry and sm all to wns fo r 


large 
and

furnishing a 
leadership. 
Can this natio n, fro m the stand­ 
po int o f its future welfare, view 
witho ut alarm the depletio n o f it* 
rura-1 po pulatio n? 
In the wo rds 
o f Oliver Go ldsmith: 
“ 111 fares 
the land, to hastening ills a prey, 
where 
wealth 
accum ulates 
and 
men decay.” 
In place o f the so il bank pro ­ 
gram , I wo uld suggest that the 
sm all farm er who diversifies, ra th ­ 
e r than raising just o ne cro p, 
sho uld be subsidized by the go v­ 
ernm ent. 
The mo ney no w being 
po ured into the so il bank sho uld 
be used in part fo r lo ng-term , lo w 
interest lo ans to yo ung m en, to en­ 
co urage future farm ers in buy­ 
ing farm ho mes o f their o wn, A 
definite part 
o f 
the 
agreem ent 
sho uld be that these sho uld be 
sm all farm s, designed fo r general 
farm ing. The go vernm ent sho uld 
also subsidize the planting o f fruit 
trees, the establishm ent o f sm all 
dairies, vegetable gardening, and 
even the raising o f a few ho rses 
which despite the reign o f the 
tracto r still have at least a mo d­ 
est place o n the farm . 
The who le tro uble with o ur pres­ 
ent agricultural eco no my is that 
tho se in charge a ie trying to build 
a fo undatio n fo r pro sperity at the 
to p instead o f at the grass ro o ts. 
The result is that the structure 
beco mes 
increasingly 
to p-heavy, 
and 
fail to see ho w the end re­ 
sults will be different fro m w hat 
they were in 1929.

WASHINGTON 
- Joey Fay, 
convicted extortionist and former 
labor leader, testified Tuesday he 
had been awarded a special $12,- 
600-a-year pension by a union local 
that put his wife on the payroll 
while he served time in Sing Sing, 
Fay squirmed through an un­ 
comfortable session with 
Senate 
rackets investigators. 
They 
are 
digging into charges of dictator­ 
ship and misuse of funds in an­ 
other local in Philadelphia which 
was under his wing. He denied the 
charges. 
And, he insisted that; 
“ At no time I visited that union 
did I ever have any goons or 
bodyguards or tough guys at any 
tune.” 
This was in answer to testimony 
that strong-arm thugs from Fay’s 
own local of the International Op­ 
erating Engineers, No. 8 25 in New­ 
ark, N.J., were imported at times 
to beat up imion members who 
fought the regime in power. 
Local 8 25, Fay said, is the one 
that hired his wife and gave him 
the pension. 
His wife went on the payroll 
for $125 a week when he went to 
jail for shaking down New York 
contractors for $368 ,000 on a wa­ 
ter supply project. L a ^ r she was 
raised to $150 and then $175. 
Fay said he didn’t know whether 
she did or didn’t do any work 
for this salary. Committee counsel 
Robert F. Kennedy contended she 
did none. 
The 65-year-oId racketeer said he 
was appointed to direct affairs of 
the Philadelphia 
local 
under 
a 
trusteeship, 
but 
actually visited 
the local, No. .542, only about five 
times over a period of years. And 
he contended he had the interests 
of the members 
at heart, 
and 
wanted to see them reach a point 
where Jh ey could control their own 
affairs. 
Hiis was in contrast with pre­ 
vious testimony that men who op­ 
posed the way Fay’s aides oper­ 
ated, or inquired about financial 
affairs of the union, were beaten 
up by goon squads. 
He acknowledged that a 5 per 
cent assessment on salaries of all 
the local members was put on 
while he was supervisor of Local 
542, But he said the members vot­ 
ed for it. And the money, he .said, 
was used to protect such things 
as strike and death benefit funds 
during the depression years.

It took a broken neck finally 
to put apparent "finis” to t h e 
long and incredible career of this 
seemingly indestructible receiv­ 
er, who had survived numerous 
injuries and established himself 
as one of baseball’s all-time great 
catchers. 
The loss of

but 
durable, good-natured but pur­ 
poseful slugger is bound to be 
keenly felt by the Dodgers—even 
m ore so than the departure of 
J a c k i e Robinson 
last 
y ear. 
Campy , more than any o t h e r 
Dodger, rated the tag "indispen­ 
sable.” 
Roy ’s diamond career, which 
began at the age of 13 and ap­ 
parently has ended at 
33, is a 


saga as rich in struggle a n d 
satisfaction, in dram a and suc­ 
cess, as any in baseball. Recog­ 
nized as the best catcher in the 
National League since 1948, the 
bulky little m an—he packs 220 
pounds in a 5-9 fram e—rewrote 
more pages in the record books 
than any catcher in N a t i o n a l 
League history although he put 
in less than 10 full seasons under 
the big top.
